and will pass into the possession of the Inter- 
national Packing and Provision company, 
limited. | : 

The capital stock of the new company is 
£850,000, divided into 40,000 8 per cent cumu- 
lative shares of £10 each, and 45,000 ordinary 
shares of £10 each. In addition to the share 


' gapital there will be issued $2,500,000 of 6 per 
dent first mortgage bonds, secured by a first 
mortgage to the Ilimois Trust and Savings 


Bank upon all the properties of the various 
concerns. They will be gold bonds of $1,000 
each, redeemable in 1922 at 10 per vent pre- 


mium, or at any time previous at the option 


of the company. 

The English corporation is organized under 
the auspices and control of the same capital- 
ists who bandied the Chicago Packing and 
Provision company some two years ago. 
That company has been a phenomenal suc- 
cess since its organization. Its earnings have 
bern in the two years more than the prus- 
pectus promised would be earned in four 
years, and the company has, besides paying 
its 15 per cent dividends, retired its bonds in 
$100,000 blocks. A feature of the new or- 
ganization which will be especially 
appreciated by holders of securities in pre- 
viously organized international corporations 
is that the articles of association of the new 
company provide for a principal office in Chi- 
cago as wellas in London, and meetings of 
the shareholders can be held in both cities. 
The shares subscribed in Chicago will be

During the last three and one-half years end- 
ing May 1, 1892, the earnings of the amal- 
gamated businesses have averaged over $875,- 
000 per annum. and for the last two years and 
a half over $975,000 per annum, while in 1891 
the amount of earnings reached the sum of

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The Central aud Not the Fair to Be 


Responsible for Damages. 


That Illinois Central track elevating ordi- 
nance was amended so at the meeting of the 
Council Committee on Streets and Alleys 
South yesterday that its original authors will 
hardly be able to recognize it in its new form. 
At the instance of the South Park Commis- 
sioners an amendment, which is given below 
in full, was added, providing for the manner 
of crossing the Midway Plaisance. At the 
instance of the Woodlawn Park property- 
owners it was provided that Sixty-third, Sixty- 
fourth, Sixty-fifth, Sixty-sixth, and Sixty- 
seventh streets should be run under tne tracks 
with a clear headway of twelve and a half 
feet. The tracks are not to begin to descend 
till Sixty-seventh street is passed, and grade 


ninth section permitting elevation at the 
pleasure of the company south of Sixty-seventh 
street is stricken out. The Iliinois Central 
company and not the World’s Fair company 
is made responsible for any damages that 
may result froin the elevation. There are 
other amendments of minor importance, but 
those referred to are the principal ones, and- 
it will be observed that they are quite radical, 
They are so radical that it is the opinion of 
President Baker of the World’s Fair directo- 
rate that the Illinois Central will reject the 
ordinance if passed in its present shape. 
There was a full meeting of the committee. 
President Baker, James Walsh, and ex-Ald. 
Arthur Dixon were present as representatives 
of the World’s Fair people. Engineer Wallace 
and Vice-President Dunn represented the 
Illinois Central Gompany. There were big 
delegations in attendance from Woodlawn 
Park headed by Ald. John O'Neill. Hyde 
Park was also represented, and Comtnissioner 
Donnersberger was there to answer for the 
South Park Board. 

After an affair about a coal shed for J. J. 
Corcoran had been referred to the Corpora- - 
tron Counsel ror an Opinion the III'nois Cen- 
tral ordinance was called up and Clerk Her- 
man began to read it, section by section. 

Ald. Hepburn objected to the tirst section 
as indefinite. It did not provide exactly 
where the grade would begin to ascend from 
the present level or where it would descend 
to it. Ald. Kerr suggested that it be provided 
that the ascent should begin at Forty-seventh 
street and that level should be reached at 
Seventy-first street. This was agreed to, Ald. 
Hepburn drafting the amendment. 

An Indefinite Statement Explained. 
Ald. Hepburn wanted to know why the or- 
dinance specified thete should be a solid em- 
bankment “of earth or other suitable mate- 
rial“ and asked Engineer Wallace what the 
„Other suitable material meant. 

Mr. Wallace said it might be earth, rock, 
orsiag. This was satisfactory. 

Ald. Kerr presented an amendment sug- 
gested by the South Park Board adding to 
Sec. 3 the fullowing: 

There also shall be left south of and adjoining 
a line sixty-six-feet south of the north line of 
Fifty-ninth street and north of and adjoining a line 
sixty-six teet north of the south line of Sixtieth 
street at both places an opening not less than 
fifty feet wide m the clear at all points, and north 
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twelve feet wide in the ¢jea points. The 
support for the tracks between the larger and 
smailer openings shall be iron or steel columns 
and at the extremities of the openings shall be 
stone abutments with rock face coursed masonry 
on the exposed surfaces, with suitable slope walls 
at either end. The entire structure shall be 
tightly floored and consreted. In case it'shall be 
necessary to aepress the said roadways under 
tracks the said railroad company shall provide 
and maintain an efficient system of underground 
sewerage to carry off the surface water. 

The amendment was adopted after Commis- 
sioner Donnersberger had explained that it 
was acceptable to all parties in interest if it 
was acceptable to the city. 

Marked Difference of Opinion. 

Ex-Ald. Kinney said the opening of Fifty- 
fifth street should be provided for as it had 
been dedicated. And ne handed in a petition 
of the property-owners in regard to the same. 

D. M. Lord said: People on the east side 
of the tracks don't want Fifty-fifth street 
opened. If there is any bum street in Hyde 
Park it is Fifty-fifth street, and the people 
east of the track want all the barriers up they 
can get. 

Ald O’Neill asked how many houses there 
were on Fifty-fifth street east of the tracks. 

Mr. Lora said there was one, 

Ald. O'Neill said Fifty-fifth street extended 
for ten miles west, and asked was it to be 
closed for the sake of one house east of the 
tracks. 

Ex-Ald. Kinney asked if barriers were wanted 
to keep out the people east of the track or the 
people west of the track. 

Ald. Hepburn said the ordinance provided 
enough openings north of Sixty-third street; 
south of there it did nct. Sixty-fifth street 
was nota through street; Sixty-fourth and 
Sixty-sixth ought to be opened. It would not 
be necessary to provide openings for both at 
once; the present public needs would be satis. 
fied with a subway at Sixty-fourth street, but 
the ordinance ought to fix a time when Sixty- 
sixth street should have a subway. 

A member of the Woodlawn Park Citizens’ 
committee said the citizens had agreed to 
waive damage claims in case Sixty-fourth, 
Sixty-fifth, and Sixty-sixth streets were pro- 


Having improved their property they were 
not disposed to submit gracefully to an ordi- 
nance that would greatly damage it. The 
three streets would have to be provided with 
subways. ¢ 

Ald. Kerr said: “After the ordinance was 
first published a delegation from Woodlawn 
Park protested against extending the eleva- 
tion no further south than Sixty-third street. 
Its members said if we would extend the ele- 
vation to Sixty-seventh street and open one 
street between Sixty-third and Sixty-seventh 
they would waive damage claims, An exten. 
sion to Sixty-seventh street of the elevation 
was voted ia this committee, and now it wants 
three streets opened, It doesn’t look like fair 
play. 

»The Iilinois Central is not going to elevate 
its tracks unless it is paid for it by the World's 
Fair and the City railway company,” said 
Ald. O'Neill. The Illinois Central wanted 
the Park Commissioners to come down, but 
they wouldn’t. The property-owners want 
Sixty-fourth, Sixty-fiftb, Sixty-sixtn, and 
Sixty-seventh streets opened, and they ought 
to be opened. 

A Subway Amendment. 

Ald. Noble offered an amendment provid- 
ing for subways on Fifty-fifth, Fifty-seventh, 
Sixty-fourth, Sixty-fifth, Sixty-sixth, and 
Sixty-seventh streets,and it was adopted by 
the following vote:

The 
depot will be of pressed orick, with brown 
stone trimmings. It will be six stories high,

The waiting room is 1005150 feet, the largest 
in the world. The three lower stories will be 
of speckled granite with buff-speckled brick.

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A Postoffice Thief Accused of a Year-Old 
Crime, 

\ Or Crry, Pa., May 9.—[Special. ]—Arthur 
Gifford, a plumber living in South Oil City, 
came forward today with the statement that 
from the published description of the man 
known as Clyde P. Hamilton, now in custody 
charged with being a postoffice robber, he be- 
lieves him to be an individual who was known 
both as Hamilton McAuley and George 
Brooks, and who was wanted for haying com- 
mitted a daring express robbery on the Al- 
legheny Valley road. 

McAuley had been for a time the agent at 
West Hickory and understoéd telegraphing. 
The day the robbery was committed Thomas 
Bingham, a nephew of Supt. George Bing- 
ham, left here in the morning on his regular 
run for Pittsburg. He had about $50,000 in 
his charge, $40,000 of whieh was for Parker, 
and was left there all right. At Brady’s Bend 
the messenger received a message supposed to 
come from Pittsburg, which was signed 
George Bingham, Superintendent, in- 
structing him to turn his run 
over at Templeton to George Brooks. 
It was subsequently ascertained that this 
message had been seat by Brooks himseif. 
Messenger Bingham obeyed instructions. 
Brooks checked things off, and went on 
through to Pittsburg, where his run ended. 
On the way from the depot to the express 
office he took all the money in charge, about 
$9,000, and disappeared. He was chased for a 
year without result,

DEALERS OBJECT TO DISCRIMINATION. 


The ‘Sugar Trust’s Action Results in the 
Sending of a Protest. 

New Orteans, La., May 9,.—[Special.]— 
There was a conference today at the Board of 
Trade between representatives of the Board of 
Trade Sugar Exchange. and Wholesale Gro- 
cers’ Association to consider the damage done 
to the grocery trade of this city by the action 
of the local branch of the sugar trust in al- 
lowing a cheaper rate to Texas points than 
was accorded to New Orleans houses. The 
meeting resulted in the following dispatch be- 
ing sent to Mr. H. O. Havemeyer, President 
of the American Sugar Refining Association, 
at New York: | 

The policy of your company has seriously in- 
jured the wholesale trade here. Please answer 
immediately whether you will give us the proper 
consideration end protection similar to that ac- 
corded the New York association, or will you 
force us to seek legislative redress? 

Although no answer: to this telegram was 
made public up to the closing of business to- 
night, it was freely reported in grocery circles 
that the local managers of the trust had prom- 
ised to remove the causeof complaint. There 
is much speculation as to what sort of legis-, 
lative redress was meant by the conference 
committee, 


WERE PERSONATING OTHER TAXPAYERS. 


Frauds in the Philadelphia Grand Jury 
List Openly ‘ harged. 

PariapEetpuiA, Pa., May 9.—The Times to- 
day states that sitting now as members of the 
grand jury are two men falsely personating 
two well-known and respectable Thirty-fourth 
Ward taxpayers. Similar personations have 
been successfully carried through’ in the past 
without exposure. Further revelations are yet 
to be made. It is impossible to tell at present 
to what extent a most iufamous attack dpon 
the intégrity of the jury system has been car- 
ried. Nor can it yet be decided what effect 
the fraud may have upon all the criminal in- 
dictments found during the present term of 
Court of Quarter Sessions. Michael Me- 
eown, one of Sheriff Connell’s summons 
servers, is most seriously involved. The men 
personated in the present grand jury are

DR. R. F. DE COSTA WRITES A LET- 
TER TO THE JUDGE. 


He Asks the Court to Show Leniency to 
Hattie Adams, Who, He Says, Is Better 
than Some of Her Accusers—Such Acts 
Likely to Be Declared a Felony by Act 
of the Legislature—Many Large Firms 
Still Outside the Wall-Paper Trust—Safe 


Manufacturers Organize. 

Nuw Yor, May 9.— Special. — The Park- 
hurst crusade against vice 1s branching out in 
all directions. When District-Attorney Nicoll 
arrived at his office this morning found 
the following letter from Dr. Da Costa, pas- 
tor of the Church of St. John the Evangelist: 

The White Cross committee, New York, May 6, 


1892. 

Inclosed is a letter intended for the Ju who 
is to pass sentence on Mrs. Hattie Adams. I leave 
it unsealed, and if you think that under the cir- 
cumstances the appeal is proper on m 
part—that is, if there is no legal impedi- 
ment to my action—will you not 
address it, as at this bour I cannot learn the 
Judge’s name,and forward it at pour earliest 
convenience? Within twelve months 1 believe 
such actions as those of Dr. Parkhurst will be de- 
clared a felony by act of the Legislature. If 
Christian isters are going to be allowed to 
pursue such a course, of what use will it be for 
the friends of morality to fight the battle? I ask 
for mercy for this poor creature, who is better 
than some of her accusers. A. F. De Costa. 

In his letter to Judge Fitzgerala Dr. Des 
Costa, even in stronger terms than those used 
in his communication to Mr. Nicoll, condemns 
Dr. Parkhurst and his methods. He declares 
in plain, blunt terms, that to his mind the 
famous Presbyterian divine is little 
better than Hattie adams, and be 
beseeches the leniency of the court in 
sentencing. Dr. DeCosta deplores the trial 
from beginning to end, and calls attention to 
the irreparable injury to homes caused by the 
publication of the evidence. Numerous pas- 
sages from the scriptures are quoted which the 
doctor declares show that Dn Parkhurst is 
wrong. 

The Rev. John Wesley Brown of the St. 
Thomas Churchon Fifth avenue defended 
— Parkhurst’s crusade in his sermon yester- 

ay. 

The better known clergymen of the city give 
Dr. Parkhurst credit for sincerity and cour- 
age, without, however, approving in every 
particular the methods he has adopted in his 
campaign against immorality and lawless- 
ness. The Rev. Dr. Madison C. Peters said: 

Da Costa is not to be compared with Dr. Park- 
hurst. Da Costa’s liver is out of order, and, as a 
consequence, he wants to stir up trouble. He is 
after notoriety and he thinks this a good oppor- 
tunity to secure it when the best people in the city 
are applauding the noble work of Dr. Parkhurst, 
Dr. Da Costa is preaching to a decayed church 
whose congregation is rapidly fleeing and he sees 
in this crusade an opportunity to save himself. 


LARGE FIRMS NOT IN THE TRUST. 


Some of the Leading Manufacturers Still 
Outside the Wall-Paper Coyabine. 

New Tonk. May 9.—jSpeeial.|—The news 
of the formation cer wall-paper trust 
was just what the firms engaged in forming 
that combination did not want mace public. 
Mr. Campbell of Willlam Campbell & Co., 
one of the large firms that will not join the 
com bine, said today that a meeting of manu- 
facturers had been held in Cincinnati last 
weex, but that nothing definite was decided 
on. Another meeting was held today. Mr. 
Campbell said the combine would be heavily 
capitalized and would undoubtedly be formed 
on the plan of other existing trusts. He 
thought it probable that the old charter would 


be used in organizing the new association. 


There are thirty manufacturers of wall-paper 
in this country, and it is said that twenty-two 
of them have expressed a readiness to join 
the trust. Some of those who hold out against 
it, however, are among the largest firms. 
One great saving to the proposed combine 
will be the discharge of their traveling men, 
nearly 200 in all. 

Aman thoroughly conversant with the wall- 
paper business said the follow New York 
and Brooklyn firms had “ee their inten- 
tion of join:ng the trust: rederick Beck & 
Co., Warren Fuller & Co., F. E. James & Co., 
Henry Gledhill & Co., Pratt & Hammond, H. 
Bartholomew & Co., Westerberg, Jefferson & 
Co., and the Manhattan Wall-!aper company 
of New York; and William H. Ma 

iam Peak, Robert . raves 
& Streeter, and the 1 Is Wail-Paper 
company of Brooklyn. These include nearly 
all the firms of consequence in the wall-paper 
ma ufacturing business in the two cities. 
Said he: 

Mr. Warren of the firm of Warren, Foller & 
Co. of East Forty-second street originated the 
idea of the wall-paper manufacturers’ trust, and 
was joined by William H. Maris of Brooklyn, and 
together they gave the movement an impetus. 
The head of the firm of Maxwell & Co. of Chicago 
has also been active. I understand Mr. Maxwell 
is slated for the position of chief distributing 
agent of the trust. There have been tremendous 
profits in the wall-paper business. For a good 
many years the chief manufacturers were com- 
bined in a pool, through which they controiled 
the output and the prices. The pool went to 
pieces about four years ago, owing to the 
opposition encountered from a large number of 
dealers aud manufacturers on the outside. Since* 
then, prices have come down with a rush. You 
can judge of the pool profits when I tell you that 
paper which now sells for six, seven, and eight 
cents, then brought forty cents, and borders t 
you can get for ten and twelve cents, were sold at 
seventy-five cents and $1. What the manufactur 
ers want is to bring about another era of big 
profits. Thus far there remain outside the trust 
several large manufacturers who can give it a 
a great deal of trouble. Ine principal of these 
are Janeway & Co. and Janeway & Carpenter of 
New Brunswick, N. J., William Campbell & Co. 
of this city, and Birge & Co, of Buffalo, 


In speaking of the dispatches from Buffalo, 
N. ., announcing that a trust of wall paper 
manufacturers has been furmed, a prominent 
jobber said yesterday: “I have frequently 
heard rumors of such a truss, and if it has 
been formed Ido not think that it will affect 
the price of wall paper. I have no doubt that 
the manufacturers can save a great deal of 
money by consolidation, This would enable 
them to reduce expenses, There are certain 

rades of paper which I know are sold at a 
oss. On that class of paper there may be an 
advance of perhaps a quarter of a cent a roll, 
Such an advance would not affect the con- 
sumer nor the dealer to any great extent.

WORLD’S FAIR STRIKERS DENY 
PUBLISHED REPORTS. . 


They Say They Did Not Interfere with the 
Workmen; Although ‘Meany Joined 


Protection Was Necessary for the Men 
from Other Cities—Plan of the Building 
Trades Council to Open a Library for 
Workingmen-—Other Labor News. 


The 200 striking bridgemen of the Edge- 
more Bridge company, which has the contract 
for the Manufactures Building at the World's 
Fair, met last night at No. 182 East Twenty- 


second street. 

T. Ryan, First Viee-President of the Bridge- 
men’s Union, addressed the, meeting. He de- 
nied the truth of the report in the evening pa- 
pers that a riot had taken place at the grounds 
yesterday morning. Fitzgerald of the Boiler- 
makers Union spoke on the sweating sys- 
tem and the benefits of labor organization and 
was followed by Wilson of the Plumbers’ 
Union, who talked on the same points. 

The men are determined to stay out until 
they gain their demands, which are 35 cents 
an hour and eight hours’ work. After the 
meeting G. W. Geary, President of the Briage- 
men’s Union, made the following statement: 

“This story about 400 or strikers and 
8 making a disturbance at the 

orld’s Fair grounds in 1 to the 
police is made out of whole cloth. The truth 
of the matter is that a carload of men who 
were imported from the East arrived at Grand 

Crossing at 6:30 this morning. At the request 
of the gemore company thirty policemen 
were sent out to protect the men. hen the 
car arrived at Grand Crossing it had to be 
switched on to the tracks leadingto the 
World’s Fair grounds, As soon as the switch- 
men found out that the men were under po- 
lice protection they refused to couple the cars. 
There is an agreement amoog labor unions 
not to perform any work while under police 
protection. The policemen had to get off the car 
and that is all there is to the whole story of 
the alleged trouble. We had a committee of 
seven of our men there to present our case to 
the imported men. Wa had a right to do this 
and we did not come in conflict with the po- 
lice. There was no intimidation attempted 
on the part of our men. Some of the new 
men refused to go to work assoon as they 
were apprised of the facts and returned East. 
Others joined the union and we are taking 
care of them. | 

The police reports are to the effect that the 
striking iromworkers attempted prevent 
the imported laborers from to work, 
The new men had reached Crossing 
from the East, and the strikers were on the 
lookout. They were present in large numbers. 
When it was seen trouble could not be pre- 
vented the police were called upon, and they 
had to charge the crowd. More men are ex- 
* today and the police will be out again. 

hey guarded the entrances to the World's 
Fair all day yesterday. 

The crowd of strikers surrounded the cars 
containing the Pittsburg delegation as soon 
as they arrived, and, itis claimed, began an 
advance ina body. A crowd of policemen 
soon dispersed the crowd, and in the skirmish 
John J. Flyun and Edward Wilcox, two of the 
leaders, were captured. They were taken to 
the Hyde Park Police Station, where they 
gave bail in the sum of $3800 pending their ap- 
pearance Saturday before Judge Porter. 

At 7:30 Lieut. Kane, with a squad of police 
officers, met the New York delegation of forty 
men at Burnside when nop arrived over the 
Ene road. The strikers allowed the.men to 
pass unmolested to the grounds, However, it 
proved later that the New York delegation 
was in hearty sympathy with the strikers, as 
they quit work a little after 1 o’clock in the 
afternoon and marched out of the grounds.

World’s Fair people weré not alarmed over 
the strike.

Henry Johnson, colored, died at his home, 
o. 777 West North avenue, Saturday. One of 
he provisions of his will, which he made 
March 27, was that his body should be given 
to Dr. Barlow. who has an office at Fairfield 
and West North avenues and another on 
Dickey avenue, for the benefit of medical 
science. A year ago last September Johnson, 
who is 45 years old, was seized with a severe 
attack of the grip, from which never fully re- 
covered. He suffered considerably all last 
summer, and in October a lump began grow- 
ing in his neck. It developed with startling 
rapidity. Then several more growths of a 
similar nature were discovered on different 
portions of his body, and during the course of 
the winter probably fifty other lumps came 


to the surface. 
March 7 Johnson became aware that he 


could not live long. Calling in his wife and 
Dr. Barlow March 27 he told them that he had 
made up his mind to give up his body for the 
benefit of medical science, and asked for pen 
and paper to draw up the will. George Dab- 
ney, a colored barber, who worked in John- 
son’s shop, was called up, and both he and 
Mrs. Johnson signed as witnesses the will 
which left to his wife a few household articles, 
ali his earthly ions, and gave his body 
to Dr. Barlow for dissection. 

Johnson was born in Lansing, Mich., where 
for many years he ran a barver shop. He was 
married and had one son. In 1870 his wife 
died, and he came to Chicago, where he mar- 
ried again. He was burned out at Rockwell 
and West North avenue in the big Chicago 
fire, and he then opened a barber stop at 
Twenty-second and State streets, which he 
kept for seventeen years.

Bunker, who secured her admission to 
Sanitarium and whose wife took her there.

DECIDES TO GO SLOW. 


THE COUNCIL DOES NOT ACT RE- 
GARDING BOILER INSPECTION. 


Brief Consideration of the Matter Causes 
Acrimouious Debate and the Discussion 
Ends by Adjournment—Sympathy Ex- 
tended the Striking Bolilermakers—An 


Odd Request Regarding Undertakers 
and Caskets—The Woman's Alliance Pe- 
tition Deferred. 

Ald. Kent renewed his attack upon Boiler 
Inspector Pickham at the meeting of the 
Council last evening. Pieckham submitted 
his report of receipts and expenses fur the 
year, which did not satisfy Ald. Kent. He 
compared it with the report of the Boiler In- 
spector last year. The expenses this year 
were unjustifiable. Thirteen clerks were ap- 
pointed by Mr. Pickham against eight em- 
ployed by his predecessor. The expense of 
horses last year was $40. This year it is $820. 
A collector was paid this year. Ald, Kent 
said there was no necessity for a collector last 
year. He moved that the boiler inspection 
ordinance, made a special order for the even- 
ing, be recommitted to the Judiciary commit- 
tee, and that the Inspector’s report be sent 
with it for investigation. 

Ald. Martin promptly moved to table Ald. 
Kent’s motion. This was done by a vote of 


40 to 19. 

The Council then took up the boiler inspec- 
tion ordinance section by section. Ald. Swift 
moved to strike out all that part of Sec. 1 
providing for the appointment of a board of 
Inspectors, saying he was opposed to loards. 
The Executive was responsible for appoint- 
ments, and as such should be given power to 
make the appointments. Ald, Swift’s motion 


prevailed. 

Ald. Madden moved to strike out that part 
of Sec. 6 authorizing the Inspector to procure, 
at the expense of the city, apparatus for test- 
ing boilers, records, ete., and Sec. 7, referring 
to the compensation of examiners, inasmuch 
as the section providing for examiners had 
been already stricken out. The motion pre- 


vailed. 

Ald. Madden also moved to strike out Sec. 
9, providing that owners shall make repcrts 
to the Boiler Inspector. He said it worked a 
hardship to owners of boilers to furnish state- 
ments and to do what the Inspector hiinself 
ought to do. The motion wag lost by the close 
vote of 29 yeas to 30 nays. : 

Ald. Kent renewed his motion to recom mit, 


nine sections already considered had been 
stricken out. In this connection he said he 
had in his possession a receipt from one firm

Ald. Kent denounced this as an attempt at 
gag law. The advocates of the motion were 
not in favor of fair*play. 

Ald. Swift said the ordinance was impor- 
tant and should receive proper considera- 
tion. 

The speaker was not in favor of dilatory 
motions, and would oppose such measures. 

Ald. Madden said in the interest of boiler 
owners the ordinance should not be rushed 
through. There were many things in the 
ordinance which had no bus‘ness there. 

Aid, McGiilen said it would be better to go 
slow. The Mayor would be apt te veto an 
ordinance passed in haste. It would be fool- 
ish to pass an ordinance sv certain to be ve- 
toed. The ordinance vught to be recommitted 
to the Committee on Judiciary. 

Ald. Powers’ motion to dispense with the 
reading was lost by a vote of 20 to 37. Then 
Ald. W. J. O’Brien moved to adjourn and the 
motion carried without opposition. 

Ald. W. J. O’Brien ented a resolution 
setting forth that the Brotherhood of Boiler- 
makers and 2 had demanded that 
nine hours should constitute a day’s work and 
$2.75 the minimum for g day’s pay; that the 
lessening of hours has to the benefit of the 
labor element without lessening production; 
and that the defective work of unskilled boiler- 
makers was the direet if.not proximate cause 
of the recent fatal boiler explosions in this 
city. The resolution tenders the heartfelt 
sympathy of the Council to the striking boiler- 
makers of Chicago; declares that as a matter 
of public — the highest skilled labor 
should be employed; commends the boiler- 
makers who have acceded to the strikers’ 
demands for showmg a humane spirit and 
consideration for public welfare deserving 
of recognition from the departments of the 
city government. The success of the strikers, 
he said, was a matter of vital interest to the 
publie, and lastly the Council is pledged to 
give the preference in all contracts to those 
boilershops employing union boilermakers. 

The resolutions were adopted without de- 
Bate, 

Frame Building Ordinances Vetoed. 

The Mayor sent in vetoes of orders allow- 
ing permits to erect frame buildings at No. 
245 Center avenue and to complete « similar 
structure at No. 15 Luce street. The Mayor 
also disapproved an ordinance passed for 
making a roadway on St. Lawrence avenue 
between Forty-seventh and Forty-eighth 
streets.

A MANY-FACED DEMOCRATIC TARIFF 
| PLANK. 


The Illinois Democrats say in the tariff 
plank of their platform that they demand “a 
reduction in the duties on the necessaries of 
life.” As they had abundant space and time, 
why did not they say what they regard as the 


| necessaries of life and about how much they 


would like to have the duties on them reduced? 
“‘ Necessaries of life is one of those vague 


phrases which each man construes to suit him- 


self. Some people mean thereby whisky and 
tobacco. Others mean diamonds and satins. 
The luxuries of one man are the necessaries 
of another. A tariff drawn up cn the “ neces- 
garies of life basis by a Democratic million- 
aire would differ materially from oné drawn 
up by a Democratic workingman. 

The Democrats in Congress have passed a 
bill to take off the duties on binding twine 
and cotton ties. These articles would not 
ordinarily be classed among necessaries, al- 
though they are of great importance to those 
who use them. If the IIlinois Democrats 
mean to call everything which is of special 
value to some particular class a necessary of 
life there will be no article on the tariff 
schedules the duties on which will not be low- 
ered. But if by the necessaries of life the 
Democrats mean bread, meat, and sugar the 
answer is that some of them are duty-free and 
that the dutics levied on imported provisions 
and breadstuffs do not have the slightest effect 
on the prices’ of the American products. 

The Democrats should not only have speci- 
fied the articles which they consider as neces- 
saries but they should have given some idea 
of the extent to which they wish to reduce the 
duties, They say that they fre too high now. 
Do they wish to reduce them 5, 10, 25, 50, 75, 
or 95 per cent? Any kind of a tariff can be 


| built up on such a foundation as they have 


laid. A tariff creed ag tolerant and elastic as 
theirs can take in free-traders, tariff for reve- 
nue men,-and moderate protectionists. Mr. 
Watterson can subscribe to it and so can the 
Randallites, It means whatever each individ- 
ual Democratic professor wishes it to mean. 

Some men think that the duties on crockery 
are too high now and ought to be put back to 
what they were before the present tariff was 
passed. Others would like to cut those old 
duties in half and others to repeal the:n alto- 
gether. All these individuals can quote the 
language of the [Illinois tariff plank as an in- 
dorsement of their respective views. But if 
the Democrats were in power it would be dis- 
covered that the reduction which the ruling 
majority of the party favored was about 100 
per cent, 

The Democrats of Wisconsin speak out 
frankly and say they are for a “ tariff for reve- 
nue only.“ That phrase has a definite mean- 
ing. Those who are for that kind of a tariff 
want all competitive goods let in free, because 
a duty on them, no matter how low, will give 
some protection to the American manufact- 
urer, and they contemplate collecting the cus- 
tom-house revenues off non-competitive arti- 
cles, such as tea, coffee, sugar, rubber, spices, 
ete. Why cannot the Democrats of this State be 
equally honest and tell the workingmen of 
this city ana the farmers of this State what the 
articles are the duties on which they, propose 
to reduce, ana just how much of a reduction 


they prefer making? 


TAMMANY’S OUTRAGEOUS AGGRESSIONS. 

The Tammany bosses who carried out the 
behests of Hill in the wicked couspiracy to 
steal the New York Legislature are busily at 
work with the aid of their convenient and 
placid tool, Gov. Flower, in securing the re- 
sults of their corrupt achievement. Having 
control of the majority in both Houses and ef 
the Governor himself, they have no difficulty 
in carrying out their infamous schemes. The 
first of these was to obtain complete control 
of the liquor business and its revenue by the 
passage of a bill which not only removes every 
restriction on the sale of liquor but tends to 
increase the opportunities for it by concen- 
trating authority in the hands of a commission 
which cannot be interfered with, whatever ad- 
ministration may be in power, by absolutely 
dominating the sale of liquor not oniy in sa- 
loons but also in drug and grocery stores, and 
by giving liquor dealers the right to place their 
nuisances next door to a school-house or 
church if they so desire. 

The second biil is intended to count out the 
Republicans next November by playing the 
Stock-Yards Twenty-ninth Ward game on 
them, so familiar in the rotten Democratic 
records of politics in Chicago. The bill, 
known as the Farquha? Election Inspectors’ 
act, reduces the Board of Inspecturs at each 
poll to three members instead of four, thus 
making these boards partisan by conceding 
Tammany two of the three inspectors, the ob- 
ject being to give Tammany a majority in 
every election district and to enable it to carry 
out any fraud it desires by bribing, bulldoz- 
ing, or otherwise intimidating the solitary Re- 
publican inspector. At the last election there 
were four inspectors at each polling-place— 
two Democratic and two Republican; two 
poll clerks—one Republican and one Demo- 
crat; and two ballot clerks—one Republican 
and one Vemocrat. 

The New York Evening Post shows how 
easy it will be for Tammany to commit 
frauds under the new arrangement. The in- 
spectors are to be appointed by the Police 
Commissioners, who are Tammany’s agents. 
The inspectors will then elect a Chairman of 
their board, who, of course, will be a Tam- 
many representative. One of the first duties 
of the board is to appoint two ballot clerks. 
It goes without saying that these clerks will 
serve in the interests of Tammany. The law 
reads: It shall be the duty of the ballot 
clerks to deliver ballots to qualified voters, 
and they shall at all times be under the super- 
vision of the Board of Inspectors. The law 
also says: When any person shall make ap- 
plication for ballots the right to vote at that 
poll and election may be challenged, and such 
proceedings shall thereupon be had before 
the inspectors as the law now prescribes in 
ease of challenge. Thus the Tammany in- 
spectors have complete control of the ballot 
clerks and the decision in all cases of chal- 
lenge. Besides this immense advantage the 
Post enumerates others as follows: 

Any person may also be ehallengsd after having 
received his bailot and when he presents it to the 
inspectors to be deposited in the ballot-box, when 
the inspectors again decide whether he shall be 
permitted to vote. It is the inspectors who re- 
move the stubs from the voted and unvoted bal- 
lots and deposit the separate parts in the recepta- 
cles provided for them. Moreover, the Board of 
Inspectors control the registration, as they sit 
also as a registration board before the eléccion, 
and determine by majority vote who is and who 
is not entitled to vote. It is their privilege also 
to mark on the registration list names for chal- 
lenge upon the requisition of any person. Far- 
thermore, the i also canvass the votes 
after the polls have closed. The canvass. must be 
public, but the inspectors may station one or 


more officers at the entrance to ihe room to ex- 
clude persons whom they may deem to be disor-

A BOOST FOR PALMER’S CANDIDACY. 

A Washington dispatch recently printed in 
this paper gave some fresh points regarding 
Senator Palmer’s war record taken from the 
latest volume of the Reoellion Record. It ap- 


pears that— 


Under date of Aug: 4, 1864, Gen. Sherman wrote 
Gen. Palmer, at that time in command of the 
Fourteenth Army Corps: Tou will, daring the 
movement against the railroad, report to and re- 
ceive orders from Gen. Schofield. Gen. Thomas 
will personally look to the front of Atlanta. Gen. 
Howard will cooperate with Gen. Schofisld, and 
Gen. Schofield rainforced by yourcorps is charged 
to reach the railroad. Obey his orders and in- 
structions,” : 

In reply to this communication from his com- 
mauder the IIlinoisan said: “I am Gen, Scho- 
field’s senior. We may codperate, but I respect- 
fully decline to raport toortaks orders from 
him.“ Subsequently Gen. Palmer infor med Gen. 
Schofield that he had been telegraphed by Gen. 
Sherman directing him to report to Gen. Scho- 
field, and that he had learned of the issuance by 
the latter of a fleld order prescribing the move- 
ment of troops. 

“I respectfally decline obedience to either,“ 
said Gou. Palmer, for you ate my junior. I will 
not obey either Gen. Sherman's order or yours, as 
they violate my self-respect. I will do nothing of 
this sort undér orders whatever I may yield to 
courtesy.” This elicited a prompt ana doacisive 
answer from Gen. Sshofleld in which he stated: 
“I beg leave to correct your impression that you 
are my senior for two reasons—tirat, because 1 
have a senior commission, and, second, because 
by the President's order I command a separate 
army.“ * 

Gen. George H. Thomas was telegraphed to by 
Gen. Sherman as to the controversy between 
Gens. Palmer and Schofisld and replied that he 
regretted to hear that the former had taken such 
a course. He recommended, however, if Gen. 
Palmer applied to be relieved of his command 
that his request be granted at once. At the same 
time Gen. Sherman stated that the effort to make 
an aggressive movement with the Fourteenth 
Corps had failed and there was a manifest deter- 
mination not to move toward the enemy. 

“I would rather try to move a rock than to 
move that corps, continued Sherman; for, 
while it would be splendid on the defensiva, it is 
of no use on the offensive. I was ashamed yester- 
day, and kept away on purpose today to see if or- 
ders would not moveit; but if an enemy can be 
seen by a spy-glass the whole corps is halted and 
intrenched fora siege. Gen. Thomas, upon re- 
ceipt of this dispatch, replied. I am surprised 
to receive such a report from the Fourtsenth 
Corps, for it has always been prompt in executing 
any work given to it heretofore, If Gen. Palmor 
is an obstacle to its efficiency 1 would let him go.“ 
And Palmer went. 


According to Gen. Sherman it cost him 2,009 
men to remedy Palmer’s insubordination. 
The lawyer-like tendency of the latter to pick 
flaws in the orders of his superior was a 
serious matter for the Union forces. It is for- 
tunate that Gens. Sherman and Thomas had 


} the lives of their men enough at heart to in- 


sist on Palmer's removal from the field of 
active operations. Had he been allowed to 
remain in command during the rest of the 
campaign he might have “asserted his legal 
rights at a more critical moment, entailing 
even more serious consequences, 

While this conduct on Senator Palmer’s 
part should not endear him to loyal men, un- 
questionably it will strengthen him with the 
Copperheads and mossbacks of Illinois, whose 
great and insurmouatable objection to him 
has been that be was a Union soldier and as- 
sis‘ed in the “subjugation of their Southern 
brethren.’’ When they find that he was about 
as dangerous to friend as to foe and that the 
Union Generals felt that victory was dubious 
whilo he was in the fleld they will be inclined 
to take a kinder view of his course and come 
to the conclusion that he did no more to put 
down the war by going into the army than he 
would have done had he been an anti-war 
Democrat. 

If these interesting facts had been known 
when the Democratic State convention met, 
the probabilities are thatit would not have 
treated Palmer so cavalierly. The Copper- 
head members would not have rallied around 
Cleveland as enthusiastically as they did, but 
would have said that Palmer was good enough 
for them, and that while it was true he had 
been a soldier, yet he was of the McClellan 
type—that he was one of those commanders 
whose removal was deplored at Richmond be- 
cause it meant more aggressive and harmoni- 
ous movements against the. Confederacy. 

These extracts from the Rebellion Record 
may benefit Palmer yet. They may incline 
toward him the hearts of some of the dele- 
gates to the National convention and convince 
them of his Democratic sounduess at the 
most critical period in the history of the Na- 
tion. His organs should make the moat of 
them. They should impress these facts on the 
mossbacks of their party. Mr. Henry Watter- 
son said once that there might be some spots in 
Palmer’s record which would make him less 
available.

When 
they reflect on what the consequence would be 
of 600,000 feet on top of what they have been 
receiving from the lavish hand of nature they 
will be convinced that 300,000 will be an 
abundance for them. 


SILVER IN INDIA. 

In his recent speech threatening to with- 
draw four Western States from the Repub- 
lican party if it did not go in for free coinage 
of silver, Senator Teller ‘reasserted his stale 
old chestnut that India gains as an exporter 
of wheat by having depreciated silver as its 
currency. He proceeded to instruct Senator 
Gray of Delaware, showing how the In- 
dian ‘wheat-grower gets the better of the 
American wheat-grower. The latter, he 
said, sells his wheat for 90 cents in Liv- 
erpool, and has to be satistied with that. 
while the other man [in India] sells 
his for $1.38, and the purchasing power 


of the $1.38 is exactly 48 units more than the 


purchasing power of the 90 cents.” He also 
said that the ratio between gold and silver in 
India was 15 to 1, but the Encyclopedia Bri- 
tannica says (Vol. xvi., page 733): British 
India has a single silver standard, as the gold 
coins are only commercial money.“ 
means that there is no ratio between the two 
metals in India, either 16 to 1 or 15 to 1. Mr. 
Teller offered to prove to Mr. Gray that you 
can buy as much wheat in India with a silver 
rupee now as you could before the decline in 
silver took place. The London Economist, as 
long ago as June 30, 1888. made a special ex- 
amination of this very matter, and made this 
report: 

Since 1884 the value of the rupee in exchange 
for wheat in India appears to have fallen about 
25 per cent, and it is obvious that such a decline 
invalidates much that has been written to prove 
that the fall in the price of silver has operated as 
a bounty in the export of wheat from India. The 
argument has been that owigg to the fall in silver 
the gold which the Indian seller of wheat here 
gets for his produce is worth B per cent more 
rupees than before, and that as the rupee com- 
mands in India the same amount of wheat it 
formerly did the fall in silver is practically equiv- 
alent to a bounty of 25 per cent upon shipments 
hither. Bat if the purchasing power of the rupee 
instead of remaining unchanged has fallen 25 per 
cent, as the official record of prices would scem to 
show, then obviously this argument and the theo- 
ries that have been based upon it fall to the 
ground. 

Since the above was written in 1888 silver 
has fallen fuliy 33 per cent; that is to say. a 
silver dollar is now worth but 67 cents, and 
the purchasing power of the rupee has de- 
clined to the same extent. India has to make 
heavy remittances to England every year, and 
it now takes three rupees of silver to buy the 
nominal value of two rupees in gold. Their 
wheat is shipped to England and paid for there 
in gold, and the gold is left in England to pay 
British creditors’ what India owes them. 
Neither the British nor Indians perceive an 
advantage accruing by the fall in the value of 
silver. The serious fiscal problem in England 
is how to stop the decline and to appreciate 
tne value of silver in India, 


Accorptne to the Charleston News and Cou- 
rier ** King cotton is trembling on his throne.’’ 
The farmers of South Carolina have decided 
to plant less ground to cotton, and have act- 
ually decreased their acreage for the crop of 
this year by about one-quarter. The reduc- 
tion in some places is stated to be as much as 
50 per cent. Prices on the crop of last year 


have been so low that it has discouraged the 


industry except on a much smaller scale, and 
they hope the change in production will result 
in much better returns per pound for what is 
raised. The intention is not to abandon any 
land recently under cultivation but to put a 
liberal part of it to corn, oats, wheat, etc., and 
not only to grow more bread but to raise 
more live stock, or, in other words, the farmers 
will henceforth make their own hog and 
hominy, with a prospect of being ultimately 
able to sell large quantities of the basic ma- 
terial of food as well as of clothing. The 
acreage of grain crops has been more than 
doubled, and the reports of condition of *that 
sown are described as highly gratifying, every 
indication pointing to good crops and a pros- 
perous season. Thisis a practical mode of 
dealing with the problem of unduly cheap 
cotton, and if the rule be followed in other 
States the probable result will be higher 
prices for the staple. The more sensible 
among the grain farmers of the Northern 
States have long since” made a similar discov- 
ery. They see that when they have produced 
so much that the supply far exceeded the cur. 
rent demand the tendency of prices was down- 
ward, and nothing could stop the break in 
prices. It is useless at such times to sigh for 
cheap money, or any of the other supposed 


remedies which crazy theorists propose for the | 


mischief. The thing to wish for at such a 
time is a good dollar which, when received in 
payment for the produce, will buy the largest 
possible quantity of the other things the 
farmer wants to consume. 


“Tae rates for bitummous are but two- 
thirds of the rates charged per ton per mile 
for anthracite coal; and yet hituminous coal 
rates are considered fairly remunerative.“ 
This is the substance of a remark made by a 
railroad official in discussing the policy of the 
coal combination, and it constitutes a com- 
plete answer to the piea that its members 
were obliged to combine because they have 
been losing money. It will be remembered 
that they claim anthracite coal has been car- 
ried to most points outside of Pennsylvania 
at lower rates than were charged to consum- 
ers within the State, that they could not 
afford to continue this kind of work any 
longer, and had decided to equalize by rais- 
ing the rates to be paid by outsiders, as it 
would be ruinous to themselves to do it 
by lowering the cost of transportation 


to the smaller number of consumers. This 


false plea was taken up as valid by some of 
the newspapers published in Pennsylvania. 
They accepted it as sufficient reason for in- 
dorsing the proposed action of the combine 
and forthwith proceeded to lecture those who 
denvunced the combination and its aims. 
But it now appears that these anthracite coal 
carriers have all along been charging 50 per 
cent more per ton per mile than contents the 
earriers of bituminous coal, and no one will 
have the hardihood to assert that the service 
in the first case costs the transportation com-

In obedience.to instructions issued last June 


the United States Consuls im several of the. 


principal cities of Europe have forwarded re- 
ports in regard to the use of underground 
conduits for telephone, telegraph, and electric 
light and power service. The conduits are 
generally used for the telegraph and telephone 
wires, Marseilles being the principal point at 
which they are still carried overhead, on poles 
across the housetops or attached to the sides 
of the houses along the streets. In Antwerp, 
however, the conduit built eight years ago has 
never given satisfaction, and is to be replaced 
by an air line. Cables for the transmission of 
power and for lighting are carried above the 
ground in Copenhagen and Cologne, in cement 
conduits at Nantes, and overhead at Rouen. 
In Germany the change from overhead to un- 
derground ‘s still a matter of experiment, but 
may be said to be in progress. In some of the 
cities, as Bremen, for instance, electric light 
wires run in a cemented brick tunnel and iron 
vase, and the government has recently adopted 
a standard form which is now in use by the 
Imperial Telegraph Bureau. The cost is $290 
per mile, bat the insulation is imperfect, for 
which reason the cables require more delicate 
instruments than overhead wires for success- 
ful and rapid working. Rome has no under- 
ground conduits, and the few in Florence are 
unsatisfactory. From all this it. may be in- 


ferred that there is still room for improve- . 


ment m the matter of insulation, but it ap- 
pears probable that the conduit is destined to 
be the channel for general transmission of 
electric force in the cities of the future.

RUSSIAN STRIKERS ATTACK JEWS.

From late dis- 
patches it is learned that the rioting has been 
of a far graver character than was at first 
supposed and that the outbreaks have been 
accompanied by a serious loss of life both in 
the ranks of the strikers and the Jews whom 
they attacked.

MONTANA GOES WILD FOR BLAINE, 


He Is Wanted to Bear the Republican

Hana, Mont., May 9.—[Special.]—The 
name of Blaine swept the Republican State 
cunvention like a cyclone today, and, judging 
from the demonstrations, he is the personal 
choice of nine-tenths of the Republicans of 
Montana. The applause that greeted refer- 
ence to President Harrison was tame in com- 
parison. The resolutions are of the usual 
sort, except that they indorsed the free coin- 
age of silver.

FUGITIVE WITNESSES ARE RELEASED. 


Jones and Walker Rearrested aud Taken 
to Omaha—A Confession. 

Cuapron, Neb., May 9.—[Special. |— Jones 
and Walker, the fugitive witnesses, were re- 
leased by the court today. They were imme- 
diately rearrested on the charge of selling 
liquor to Indians. A special train in waiting 
immediately took the prisoners to Omaha. It 
is generally believed that they will be permit- 
ted to reach Omaha. The men while in jail 
here made a confession of their escape. They 
say that twelve cattlemen at Douglas at the 
point of revolyers compelled them to mount 
horses in the middle of the night and, in com- 
pany with Witte, an agent of the cattlemen, 
ride for Grand Island, Neb., where they were 
promised a good horse and $200 in cash each. 
From here they were to be taken into New 
Mexico or Arizona. Jones was afraid to go, 
fearing it was a conspiracy-to assassinate 
them, but he was compelled to move. 

After going thirty miles Witte dismounted 
and cut thé telegraph wires in two places. Aft- 
er going twenty miles further Witte declared 
he was lost and, commanding them to remain 
in the rear, went toward a small ravine and 
lit several matches, claiming he was trying to 
see his compass. Jones, thinking the lights 
were signals to assault the party, secured a 
revolyér and compelled Witte to proceed on 
on the journey. At daylight they reached a 
ranch where Jones learned a party of twelve 
men had left there the night before with the 
intention of camping at the place where Witte 
lighted the matches. He is confident they in- 
tended to assassinate him and his companion.

COUNCIL OF WOMEN. 


Mrs. May Wright Sewall, President of the 
National Council, Talks on the Subject— 

Paul Taves of Rio de Janeiro Talks 
About Political Affairs in That Country 
—J. . Géemphill of the Charleston 
“News and Courier” Denies Some State- 
ments Attributed to Him. ' 

Mrs. May Wright Sewall of Indianapolis, 

President, and Mrs. Rachael Foster Avery of 

Philadelphia, Corresponding Secretary of the 


National Council of Women of the United 


States, were busy women yesterday. Their 
rooms at the Palmer House were crowded all 
day, and when the Executive committee met 
at night they were busier still. Mrs. Sewall, 
however, found time to talk for a few minutes 
to a reporter for Tuz Taisuna. This is what 
she said: 

** The object of the National Council is to 
bring together all the national associations of 
women in the country. It is not for the 
prosecution of any one object but for the har- 
monious working together for securing larger 
general objects upon which all may unite. The 
council is composed of the following societies : 
National Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union, National Free Baptist Woman’s Mis- 
sionary Society, Illinois Industrial Reform 
School for Girls (National Charter), National 
Woman’s Relief Society, Universal Peace 
Union, National-American Woman Suffrage 


| Association, Woman's National Press Associa- 


tion, Centenary Association of the Universalist 
Church, Wimodaughsis, Sorosis, Young 
Ladies’ National Mutual Improvement Asso- 
ciation. 

The first meeting was held in 1891, the coun- 

cil having been organized in 1888, The first 
meeting of this session will be held at 8 o’clock 
tonight by the Executive committee of the 
council composed of one representative from 
each society and the officers of the council. 
The meeting will be secret, but I will tell you 
one thing we will do. We are going to make 
arrangements for the meeting of the Interna- 
tional Council of Women, which, at the invi- 
tation of the National Council, will convene in 
Chicago in 1893. We have already received 
assurances that several European countries 
will be largely represented. France, which 
now has a National Council of Women, will 
have a good delegation. So will Scandinavia, 
its National Council bemg formed by societies 
of Denmark, Sweden, and Norway. Dele- 
gates will also come, from Finland, where all 
organizations are brought together into a so- 
‘ciety corresponding to our National Council. 
From England and Germany we expect a 
large number of delegates from national or- 
ganizations, though such organizations are 
not aggregated in a National Council. We

NOTHING FOR PEOPLE TO DO BUT WAIT. 


Chicagoans Must Submit to Bad Water for 
a Few Days Anyway. 

Yesterday afteftnoon the Health Department 
and the Department of Public Works received 
reports from Hyde Park that the polluted 
water carried by the river torrent into the 
lake during the last three days had reached 
the Hyde Park submerged crib and that Hyde- 
Parkers were then supplied with water of bad 
appearance and bad odor. The Hyde Park sub- 
merged crib is only 5,000 feet from shore. 
The surface water has been swept from the 
mouth of the river in its direction for some 
days. The bealth authorities issued an urgent 
notice warning Hyde-Parkers to boil the 
water. 

The polluted water at last accounts was not 
nearer than half a mile to the two-mile crib, 
but was approaching it. The current of the

This crib is now in course 
of construction and will be launched in about 
ten days. It will then have to be towed into 
place and a shaft sunk. Mr. Feindsays all this 
will be done by July 15—but itis safeto ex- 
tend the time till Aug. 15. The new Lake 
View pumping works, however, will be in 
readiness before that time, The foundations 
are nearly in; a portion of the machinery is 
on the ground. The delay, if an occurs, will 
be due to the contractors for the crib and 
shaft. Those are the men who have delayed 
the construction of the tunnel so long, and 
their promises cannot be implicitly relied 
upon. 

Good progress is being made with the On- 
derdonk tunnel. Last week 218 feet of tunnel 
was bored, leaving but 1,017 feet to be cut 
through. The boring, theretore, is likely to 
be finished by June 15. But it wili take two 
or three months to make suitable repairs in 
that part of the tunnel already constructed. 
It is not believed that the entire tunnel will be 
completed and ready for the water to tlow 
through before Sept. 1, perhaps Oct. 1. The 
chances, then, for an increased and improved 
water supply this summer are not good. 

It may be added that the contractor for the 
Hyde Park tunnel extension is already at 
work. The temporary crib to be used for an 
intermediate working shaft is being con- 
structed and boring will begin by June 1.

Lake Line Men Dissatisfied with the Rent- 
ing of the Government Pier. 

The Lake Line Agents’ Association held a 
meeting in the arbitration room, Board of 
Trade Building, yesterday. A letter was ad- 
dressed to Senator Cullom by the association 
asking him to see that the Government Pier 
bill passed the Senate. The bill takes the 
power to rent the government pier away from 
the Secretary of War. It has passed the 
House, and is in the hands of the Senate com- 
mittee of which Mr. Cullom is Chairman. 
The Lake line men do not want the pier rent- 
ed by the Secretary of War.

crates Making Good a Portion by Cutting 
Down Necessary Appropriations — The 
Vote Stood 186 to 65—List of Those Who 
Voted in the Negative. 

Wasurineator, D. C., May 9.—[ Special.] 
The Democratic House today passed the 850, 
000,000 River and Harbor bill by the over- 
whelming vote of 186 to 65. Thig did not rep- 
resent the real strength of the measure, for 
among those voting in the negative were 
some who, like Holman, having gotten their 
share of the pork and knowing 1t would not be 
taken away from them, sought to make a 
cheap reputation as economists. Nothing can 
ccnceal the fact that a House containing 235 
Democratic reformers, elected, as was de- 
clared, as a protest against the billion-dollar 
Congress, is responsible for the most stu- 
pendous River and Harbor bill ever passed. 
The amount actually carried is $21,000,000, 
and there are the contracts for $27,000,000 
more, which, with the river and harbor pro- 
visions in the Suadry Civil bill, bring the total 
nearly to the limit of $50,000,000. This, too, 
when it is known that the amount will have to 
be increased by not less than $3,000,000 in the 
Senate in order that necessary improvements 
may not be lost. 

The action of the House in passing such an 
enormous River and Harbor bill is on par 
with its course in another case. The Senate, 
months ago, passed a bill reforming the sys- 
tem of public printing which would have 
saved $450,000 yearly. The House defeated 
the measure because it would have cut off 
some of the patronage enjoyed by the me:n- 
bers. The next carnival of extravagance will 
be when the public building pork barrel is 
opened and millions more will be voted out of 
the Treasury, But this will probably be put 
off till the short session, when the elections 
are over. The frantic efforts of the Demo- 
cratic leaders to scare their party into cutting 
down the river and harbor appropriations 
have been amusing. Just how much influence 
their pleas for economy have exerted is seen 
in the vote, Holman did not dare make any 
proposition for horizontal cuts in the amount 
carried by the bill because it would have 
shown how pitifully weak the professional 
economists are in House, with its Demo- 
cratic majority of 150. 

Cutting Down In Other Matters. 

Before taking up the River and Harbor bill 
the House made partial reparation for the 
millions it was going to squander by saving a 
few hundred dollars of the funeral expenses 
which it has been in the habit of granting the 
families of deceased employés. It will also 
make further savings by cutting off a few 
thousand dollars here and there in the diplo- 
matic and consular service and by crippling 
the Postoffice service to the extent of $2,000,- 
000 or $3,000,000. But in spite of the exercise 
of this kind of parsimony the leaders won't 
be able to get away from the pace they have 
set in the River and Harbor bill. It will be 
awkward for them on the stump to denounce 
the billion-dollar Congress when they have 
obligated the bovernment to expenditures far 
in excess of that much-abused body.

S. H. H. Clarke, the n@w President of the 
Union Pacific road, first red the service of 
the road as aclerk, Sidney Dillon, the man 
whom he succeeds as President, giving him 
the position. He is a man about 55 years of 
age, tall and slender, with a thin face partially 
concealed by y-colored whiskers and 
beard. While a strict disciplinarian, he has al- 
ways been well liked by the men under him in 
all the various positions. he has had while 
climbing to the top of wg Se pcp of ‘railroad 
fame and prestige. He a quiet, reticent 
man, seemingly almost diffident in manner, 
and is noted for his remarkable executive abil- 
ity and consummate mastery of details. He 
enjoys a salary of $40,000a year, and on his 
shoulders, more than on those of any other 
man connected with the property, rests the 
responsibility of rescuing it from the financial 
straits that Charles Francis Adams’ Presi- 
dency plunged it into. 

Adams and Clarke are two exceptional types 
of the railroad official, The former is a brill- 
iant theorist; the latter à practical man in 
everything ‘he says does. Adams was 
probably the first man to write a book or 
treatise on railroad opefation and manage- 
ment, and has said many bright and pretty 
things about how to managea railroad as an 
investment. In carrying out his theories as 
President of the Uni acific he probably 
made the most stupendous failure in the his- 
tory of American railroading. Clarke has al- 
ways been a man of action, and since Adams’

The Circular of Jan, 22, 1892, Modified—

The mes 
senger reports Mrs. Brown’s request to the 
attendant at Station 25, who telephones to 
Station 16: ‘For Smith, 105 South Water 
street: Brown of 109 Emerald avenue has 
gone to Joliet: will be back tomorrow. Jones, 
Station 25.’ Station 16’s messenger carries 
the news fo Smith. Smith having paid his

CINcIXNATI, O., May 9.—There was a called 
meeting of the stockholders of the.Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Dayton road held here today to 
vote upon increasing the capital stock of the 
company by the addition of 40,000 shares of 
common stock of the par value of $100 per

One 
projected improvement is the building of a 
central depot in Cincinnati with an elevated 
approach.

The Preachers Must Go on Record. 


Dr. Mebowell of Philadelphia offered a

The clergy did not 
wish to be put on record, they said, on a slight 
vote. 
Judge Lawrence of Central Ohio declared 
that the ministers should not be afraid to be 
put on record.

Next Fall. 

New York Post (Dem.): If the Democratic 
party is defeated in the next national election, 
one of the direct causes to which the disaster 
will be traced will be the conduct of the 
party’s managers in the State of New York 
since the election of last November. The 
deputy Hul bosses — Croker, Me Laughlin, 
Murphy, and Sheehan—who, with the aid of 
Judge Maynard, stole control of the Legisla- 
ture, have been, since the Legislature began 
its session, the arbitrary directors of its work. 
Not a measure has been allowed to become a 
law without their consent. They have as com- 
plete control of the Governor as they have of 
the majority in both Houses, and are able to 
secure the enactment of any measure which 
meets their approval, or the defeat of any 
which is contrary to their interests. There 
has been no disguise of this boss control. It 
has been admitted by the bosses themselves 
and by the leading organs of the party. 

What. is done at Albany constitutes, there 
fore, an object lesson in the kind of govern- 
ment which the Democratic party of the first 
State in the Union finds most to its taste. 
The opponents of that party are pointing to 
it as the kind of government which the Demo- 
crats would give the country were they to 
come into possession of the national admin- 
istration. They will point to it in this way in 
the next national campaign, and will gain 
many votes in various parts of the country 
by so doing. For this reason the action of the 
Legislature on two important subjects yester- 
day 1s of serious concern to the whole Demo- 
cratic party. It may be true that the evil 
and pernicious character of the Excise bill 
was under the bosses’ orders, and was drawn 
by the liquor-dealers themselves, and em- 
bodies their ideas of the way in which their 
own traffic should be regulated and restrict- 
ed.
